‘Tree planting in Alberta has been 
undertaken on an extensive scale. and 
more than 100 000 white spruce trees 
and some 8400. green ash will be 
available for distribution next spring 
from the provincial nurseries at 
Oliver, according to an announcement 
made by the forestry branch of the 
Alberta Department of Lands and 
Mines. These trees wil be distribut- 
ed on the plan adopted two years ago 
to farmers who have wood lots, or 
to schools, community centres, etc. 
Last year some 34,000 trees of vari-

Ancient And Modern 


Old Style Of Pipe Organ 
Superior Tone 

The old-style pipe organ is com- 
ing back. é 

The modern instrument, with every 
contraption in its console from a bass 
drum to a duck’s quack, is losing 
popularity, declares Gunther Ramin, 
who presides at the organ in St. 
Thomas Church, Leipzig, where the 
immortal Johann Sebastian Bach 
was choir director some 200 years 
ago. . 
Ramin, a Portland visitor, said old 
organs, like violins. carved out by 
the old masters, are superior in tone. 
He added: 

“These new organs attempt to 
take the place of the symphony orch- 
estra, and, really, that is not what 
the churches want. As for theatre 
organs, that’s something § different 
again." 

The spirit of modernization has jn- 
vaded the ancient ‘chapel of St. 
Thomas. A modern instrument has 
replaced the organ whose. strains ac- 
companied the early choirs directed 
by Bach,

Studying New Sun Spots 


Effect On Earth Not Fully Under 
‘ stood By Scientists 


Astronomers all over the world 
are observing witt® intense interest 
the appearance of new sun-spots, re- 
garded as the forerunners of the next 
cycle, which for the next 11 years 
or so may affect weather, increase 
magnetic disturbances,. occasionally 
interrupt telegraph and trlephone 
services, and bring more ultra-violet 
light for sun-bathers, and possibly 
poorer reception for radio Hsteners. 
Popular beliefs connect sun-spots 
with epidemics,’ business cycles, 
severe weather fluctuations and such 
phenomena as the number of rab- 
bits and visitations of locusts. No 
scientific evidence to support such 
ideas, however, has bren found. 
Scientists do not yet fully under- 
stand the specific effects sun-spots 
have on the earth and its inhabitants, 
Last August, astronomers found that 
the number of sun-spots''was lowest 
since 1923, and the few that they did 
see then were the lingering rem- 
nants of the sun-spot cycle which 
ended last summer,

Net Earnings Are Shown For Year 
Ending July 15, 1984 

Alberta pool elevators showed net 
earnings of $78,029 on the handling 
of 25,863,209 bushels of grain, during 
the year ended July 15, 1934, accord- 
ing to the annual report submitted 
to the meeting in Calgary, by R. D. 
Purdy, general manager. 

Operating earnings reached $877,- 
517. After deduction of depreciation 
on all elevators, totalling $524,496 
and $274,990, interest paid to the 
province of Alberta on the 1929 over- 
payment, net earnings were placed 
in reserve. 

Mr. Purdy said the year’s. earn- 
ings were conéaidered satisfactory in 
view of the much smaller crop in

At 
the age of thirteen years he drove a 
horse and cart on construction work 
on the Nova Scotia Railway and con- 
tinued on this work until the rail- 
way was completed to Pictou Land- 
ing. He was the first section fore-

The regulations 
prohibit the making of false, mis- 
leading or exaggerated claims with 
respect to the quality of the butter 
or any other dairy product whether 
such claims ‘are made by advertise- 
ment or on the packages. While 
these grading regulations apply to 
all Canada, they are not compulsory ~ 
except in provinces which may pass 
enabling legislation. 

Creamery butter production in 
Canada showed a gain of 14.5 per 
cent. in October when 20,583,372 
pounds were produced compared with 
17,969,111 pounds in October, 1933. 
The cumulative production of cream- 
ery butter for the ten months ended 
October totalled 209,759,849 pounds, 
and compared with 195,991,287 
pounds in the corresponding period 
of 1938 shows a gain of 7 per cent.

practically any district in Ontario 
and Quebec can be produced and 
made ready for sale when the mar- 
ket demands it.

Store Grain At Bay Port 


2,500,000 Bushels Held In Storage 
For Export Next Year 

Laden with wheat, a long string 
of 77 cars rumbled northward to 
Churchill, late in November. The 
grain filled to capacity the huge ele- 
vators at the northern port where it 
‘will be held in storage until opening 
of navigation in 1935. 

The shipment is the last of.a series 
organized by the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool and will bring the 
amount in store for export to 2,500,- 
000 bushels. 

During the 1934 season 15 vessels 
sailed from the northern port. Cargo 
included 4,250,000 bushels. of wheat, 
4,200 tons of flour, 580 head of cattle, 
2,000,000 feet of lumber and eight 
tons of honey, the largest in the four- 
season history of the port. 

Shipments during 1931 when two 
trial cargoes were exported, totalled 
544,769 bushels. In 1932, the figure 
was increased to 2,736,029 bushels, 
and in 1933 to 2,830,000 bushels and 
one» shipment of cattle. In -1934 
traffic was almost doubled. 

Shippers benefited by a slight re- 
duction in insurance rates during the 
past season. In view of the success- 
ful shipping season it is believed fur- 
ther reductions will be put into effect 
prior to the 1935 season.
